State Officials Censured 


"Washington, Aug. 29. -—• Federal 


troops wilt not be sent to "West Vir- 
ginia to deal with the situation in the 
coal fields there unless another re- 
quest is made by the state authorities, 
Secretary Weeks announced today af- 
ter a conference with President Har- 
ding. 


The war department. In a statement 


dealing with the situation, said that 
Brig. Gen. H. H. Vandholtz, who i <- 
vestigated conditions in the coal fifelds, 
was of the opinion that the state au- 
thorities had made but "feeble at- 
tempts to check the growth of the in- 
surgent movement," Which led to a, 
march to the Mingo section. 


Governor Morgan, in a letter to 


Gen. 
Vandholtz. written Sunday, said 


there was every Indication that the 
situation "which led to my request 
for federal assistance has reverted to 
a. status Tilth in the power of the state 
authorities to handle." 


"I feel, however," Governor Mor- 


gan wrote, "It was necessary for the 
federal government to show that it 
was ready to strike hard should the 
occasion require In order to promptly 
bring our unruly element to their 
senses. This was shown by your pres- 
ence and quick action which almost 
immediately restored confidence and 
caused the law-breakers to pause and 
reconsider."

In tho naval harbor cpout up like 
geyser? In the Yellowstone Park and 
the big gun pits on the summit of 
the rocky cliff give an occasional roar- 
like Vesuvius and belch out gieat 
clouds of black smoke and pulverized 
concrete. 


For two 3ears more the work of 


devastation will continue night and 
day. It took Kaiser William II eight 
years to build the great fortress and 
naval harbor which defended the Kiel 
Canal and afforded Germany's navy 
a base close to England, It cost Ger- 
many 50,000.000 ot goid marks. The 
cost of dismantling It, which Germany 
also must bear Jn accordance with 
the terms of the "Versailles Treaty, 
will probably be abo'lt 4,000,000 of 
gold marks. 


Heligoland proper is a stony tri- 


angle less than & mile long and 
scarcely a- quarter or a ml'e wide in 
the broadett section. It stands nearly 
£00 feet above the waters of the North 
Sea at a point 31 miles northwest of 
Cuxhaven, the entrance to the Kiel 
Canal. The walls of the is], nd are 
practically perpendicular but at Us 
south-eastern end is a small beach 
upon which the German navy erected 
a coating and oil station, freah-water 
reservoirs, seaplane sheds and dock 
Here alsp was constructed a naval 
harbor thoroughly protected by sea- 
walls, which was capable of accom- 
modating eight or ten destroyers or 
cruisers and an unlimited number of 
submarines.

LE'S PARING RIDE 


Down on the Wastiita river In Okla- 


homa one September day in 1874, 
Captain Lyman's company of the Fifth 
Infantry were fighting for their lives 
ngainst 400 Klowa and Comanche war- 
ilon who had surrounded the wagon 
train which they wen escorting to 
General Miles* army. 


That night Captain Lyronn called 


for volunteers to make a dash through 
the Indian lines and ride to Camp 
Supply, 90 miles away, for help. The 
first to offer hiawelf was Frederick 
William Schmalale, a scout. 
Taking 


only a carbine and mounting the best 
horse In the 
command, Schmalsla 


slipped out of the corralled wagons 
aud rode away. He was at once dis- 
covered *iy the Indians, and while urg- 
ing his horse to top speed the scout 
rode Into a prairie dog towu. 


The horse stumbled, nearly throw- 


lag Its rider over its head, then recov- 
ered and sped on. 
Schmalsle had 


lost his hat and c&rblne In the tumble, 
end the Indians were gaining on him. 
They wewld bave caught him, too, If 
he had not run into a buffalo herd, 
which immediately stampeded. Bend 
ing low over his horse's neck the scout 
rode beside a big buffalo bull and suc- 
ceeded In escaping the pursuing red 
skins. 
By this time he had lost all 


sense of direction. 
Finally reaching 


a stream which he recognized as the 
Canadian river, he knew he waa head- 
ed In th« right direction. 


Recect rains had swollen the river 


to a torrent and on attempt to ford 
It In the darkness meant the chance of 
death from quicksand or floating drift- 
wood. 
Deciding to wait until day- 


break, the scout began searching for 
a ford. Suddenly ha heard dogs bark- 
ing and knew he was near on Indian 
village. 
He must cross the river. 


Plunging In boldly be managed to 
reach the other bnnk la safety. 


Daybreak found him in broken coun- 


try covered with thickets and In one 
of these he hid all day. hungry and 
thirsty. At nightfall the scout; with 
the North star a« hla guide set out 
again. After 
rid inn all night, he 


reac-ned a hay camp at Wolf Creek, 20 
miles from Camp Supply. 


Stopping here only long enough to 


eat and to get a fresh horse, 9cbmalsl« 
rped on to Camp Supply, which he 
reached soon after noon.

Tbe notorious murderous chief, Osman, 
Agha. arrived at Samsoun the second 
duy of Balrara, a Turkish holiday sim- 
ilar to Easter, Inaugurating his entry 
by the murder of ten Greeks. Then, 
surrounding die stores or. the Ainerl- i crease, due chiefly to crop shipment.

Present Building Program Will 


Not Alter Standing 


JAPAN IS IN THIRD PUCE 


Ranking of Pint Three Nation* In 


Ship Tonnage When Present Pr*. 
gram* Are Completed Would B»

State*, 1,650,000; Japan, 850,000— 
American Big Gun Power Greater

It the great sen pgwers of the world 


should egree to cease authorizing huge 
suras of money for building battle- 
ships, America would remain in sec- 
ond place, with Great Urttnln first 
and Japan a rather poor third. These 
positions would result from comple- 
tion of the construction of ships al- 
ready contracted for or authorized, 
says Frederic J. Hastln m the Chi- 
cago Dally News. 


The present building programs ot 


the nations will not te completed un- 
til about 1925. British losses during 
the war would put the United States 
very close to Great Brit win in the mat- 
ter of tonnage of ships ot battle, the 
difference being only about 60,000 
toos.

ly useless. It was easy to demon- 
strate- that one ot these vessels, with 
greater speed end much longer range 
guns, could stand off and destroy a 
whole fleet ot tbe type of fighting ship 
which preceded It 


Any comparison of national sea 


power must ol course be relative. The 
introduction ot the seaplane as a fight- 
Ing Unit has put a new light on the- 
TVnola situation, but many naval ex- 
perts still are Insistent that tbe true 
comparative values ot the navies ot 
the world must be computed from the 
tonnnge ol the chips ot the first line, 
with particular stress on the big gun 
vessels, such as battle cruisers and 
superd rea dn&u gats. 


So-called second line ships still have 


their uses In war. The blockading of 
ports on coast lines, certain kinds of 
patrol duty and the rtrtdlng ot com- 
merce-carrying vessels lias been dem- 
onstrated to be an Important part of 
maritime warfare, and there are many 
vessels In the navies of the world •svell- 
fitted for this kind of duty. This Is 
particularly true of the British navy. 


On known figures, American big gun 


power apparently Is greater than that 
of the British navy. 
However, the 


number of 10-Inch guns In the British 
navy Is not known and may be large 
enough to swing the bnlnnce In favor 
of England,
